5. CITIZENS CPEN FCRUM 


These matters were presented for consideration of the Board. 

Mr. Bruce Wheltle of 94 Coolidge Road, correspondence received listed below, spoke concerning two problems regarding dogs at 
Robbins Farm: 

1) Saturday rrorning, day after his trash pick up, a 30 pound black trash bag was put on his property in view of his living room 
window mostly filled with dog feces. Several of his neighbors also had similar trash bags deposited on their lawns over that 
week-end. He wants as a solution "take it w ith you" that dog ow ners take their dog feces back home for their own trash. 

2) Trash barrels at Robbins Farm have not been emptied for aw hile so rennove all fixed basket and barrel containers from the park 
and install only green metal drums along Eastern Avenue for quicker easier pick up. 

Mr. Sullivan responded that he would meet with relevant departments and come back to the Selectmen with recommendations. 

Ms. Rowe suggested recommending to the Parks & Rec Commission probation of Menotomy Rocks and Robbins Farm Parks for the 
off-leash dog program due to many reported incidents of aggression contrary to the rules of the program. The Selectmen 
unanimously agreed to have this as an agenda item on the February 28, 2011 Meeting and w ill request guidelines for the probation 
from the Parks & Rec Commission. 


Mr. Robert Radochia, Columbia Road, reported he used the request answer center asking 
for information on how many citations were issued before the last storm. He received a 
response back from the Police Department that he thought was outrageous and would like the Selectmen to help him obtain his 
requested information. 

Mr. Sullivan responded that Mr. Radochia input for a service request which this is not, but instead is a public information request. 
The Selectmen agreed that although the information requested was through the w rong mechanism, answers should be 
communicated properly to the public. They also realize with less manpower and the increase work load needed to respond to the 
snow storms that this request was a low priority.

Ms. Amy Speare, 118 Ridge St., introduced FYArlington is a new ly formed advocacy group who are concerned about the tow n 
budget process and are asking for deadlines and 

goals to be voted in order for residents to have an opinion for or against cuts or overrides. 

Ms. Julie Brazile, 56 Coolidge Road, presented a recommendation containing three elements: 

1) schedule a discussion at your February 28th meeting of several long-range plan options 

2) schedule a community forum for questions and answ ers to discuss the options 

3) set a date for a vote to recommend a long-range plan to the community 

Mrs. Mahon asked if FY Arlington presented this to the school committee and Ms. Brazile answ ered that they have had multiple 
exchanges w ith the school side and received specific information from the schools but not the tow n side. 

Mr. Tony Vogel, 3 Eustis St., asked the Selectmen to have more public dialogue regarding the budget issues. 

Mr. Hugh McCrory, 36 Argyle St., asked the following: timeline for budget numbers; public input into the budget process; Vision 
2020 survey results into the budget process? 

Mr. Sullivan welcomed and thanked FY Arlington for coming to the meeting. He stated the Governor gives local aid numbers out at 
the end of January then he w orks the Tow n Budget over the next few w eeks and posts it on the w eb late February. There is a 
public forum scheduled tentatively for March 3, 2011 in the Tow n Hall Auditorium. During March both the Legislators and Tow n 
Departments will make changes and revisions. The Selectmen welcomed FY Arlington and stated that public comments are 
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always welcome during the budget process. Until the budget is set more firmly and the effect on services are looked at the 
Selectmen agreed an override should not be voted upon and the April 2nd Bection would be to soon to react to in terms of a ballot 
question (35 days before the 4/2 Bection the Selectmen would be required to vote authorizing an override ballot question).

7. Snow and Ice Update 
Brian F. Sullivan, Manager 

Mr. Sullivan provided a summary of ongoing snow removal operations and an update on the funds expended to date on snow 
removal. Snow operations have been challenging with weekly snow events, crews have cleared street corners, around schools, 
sidewalks, and street plowing day and night. Daytime priority lists are used to clear snow for mobility reasons and around 
business areas. Nighttime hauling operations on Mass. Ave. and business areas occur, along with snow removal from school 
rooftops. As of February 4th the town has expended approximately $1,000,000 in snow removal putting the Town $528,170 over 
budget.
